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Stalm Orders 
Salute as Red 
Tide Sweeps On 


LONDON, aug. 5—()—Power- 
ful Red armies captured the Ger- 
man strongholds of Orel and Bel- 
gorod today in the greatest twin 
triumph’ ever scored by Russian 
troops in three summers of war. 

The double victory, announced 
by Marshal Joseph Stalin in a spe- 
cial’ order of the day, threatened 
to collapse the entire German de- 
fenses in south-central Russia and 
force the Germans to fall back to 
the Dnieper river 270 miles to the 
west. 

“The legend of the Germans 
that Soviet troops are allegediy 
unable to wage a successful offen- 
Sive in the summer time has been 
dispelled,” Stalin told his troops 
which tonight were pursuing the 
Germans westward from Ore! to- 
ward Bryansk, and from Belgorod 
into the Ukraine. 

Orders Salute. 

Th e supreme commander-in- 
chief of the Russian armies or- 
dered the Moscow garrison to fire 
12 volleys from 120 guns tonight 
to salute one of the most signifi- 
cant victories of the war. 

“Eternal glory to the heroes who 
fell in the struggle for freedom of 
our motherland,” Stalin’s message 
concluded. “Death to the German 
invaders!” 

Russian troops already had 
fought their way last night into 
the streets of Ore! where desper- 
ate German rear-guards sought to 
protect the remnants of: their ar- 
mies fleeing toward Bryansk. 75 
miles to the. northwest.

The break-through at Orel and 
Belgorod threatened the entire 
German line curving southeast- 
ward from Smolensk, central front 
bastion, to the Mius river, in the 
Donets basin. 

German alarm was reflected in 
Berlin comments on the develop- 
ments. Captain Ludwig Sertorius, 
Axis radio commentor, said to- 
night in a broadcast that the true 
Russian objective in hammering 
at Belgorod was Kiev. Ukraine 
capital on the«Dnieper river’ 270 
miles to the west. 

“To Plan.” 

Orel’s “evacuation according to 
plan” already had been acknow'l- 
edged, and the Berlin radio in 
a broadcast recorded by the Asso- 
clated Press tonight said the Ger- 
mans gave up Orel as part of 
their “successful attrition” tactics. 

The Germans had held Ore! for 
nearly two years, capturing it a 
few months after their first light- 
ning strike into Russia in the sun- 
mer of 1941. For 22 months they 
had fortified it for miles on all 
sides. In tuch circu ances and 
because of its location tHe loss of 
the city is a major blow to the 
enemy. 

Belgorod was held temporarily 
last winter by the Russians in 
their sweep from Stalingrad, on 
the Volga, but the Germans re- 
took it March 22. Along with 
Orel, the town was a base for the 
German offensive begun July 5 in 
an effort to pinch off the middle 
Kursk salient. 

The Russians absorbed the full 
ferocity of that German drive, 
launched their own counteroffen- 
sive July 12 above Orel, and after

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—(P)— 


Americans have been buying soap 
manufactured under government | 
restrictions, 
partment reported today. 

The department said purchases} 
have been at the rate of 1,832,000.- 
000 pounds a year, or 90 per cent 
of the 1940-41 average use. Manu- 
facturers are limited to 80 per 
cent of the 1940-41 average amount 
of fats and oil raw materials, 
to a wartime shortage in supplies 
of fats and oils.

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Italy’s Peace Hopes Grow Dim 


As Badoelio Tightens His Rule 


By FRANK BRUTTO. 

CHIASSOU, ON THE SWISS- 
ITALIAN FRONTIER, Aug. 5.— 
(Pi—Marshal Badoglio tightened 
his military dictatorship on Italy 
tonight, apparently leading his 
countrymen further from the pos- 
sibility of peace. 

Vague rumors floated in Londén 
and Bern that peace proposals 
were being considered, but they 
lacked any confirmation. The ru- 
mors aparently stemmed from an 
Italian cabinet meeting and diplo- 
matic activity at the Vatican. 


(Badoglio’s government held 
a four-and-a-half-hour meet® 
but Rome radio, in long 

summaries of action taken, 

made no mention of any peace 
discussion, 

(The tenor of the many ac- 
tions adopted, however, indi- 
cated that the government 
was concerned primarily with 
wiping out Fascist vestiges in 
Italy and bolstering up ma- 
chinery for continuing the 
war.) 

Following were announcements 
by Badoglio’s regime: 

1. The marsha! ordered the mil- 
itarization of al! civilian personne] 
attached to public defense, placing 
them directly under the control of 
the war ministry and therefore his 
personal command. 

2 The Italian high command 
declared the provinces of Lubli- 
ana. Fiume and Dalmatia, all in 
northern Italy, as zones of mili- 
tary operations. 

3. The Badoglio government de- 
nied ministers of the Fascist re- 
gime had been maltreated and re- 
vealed that most of them were 
present when the ceremony trans- 
ferring the government powers to 
the marshal was held. 

(The Berlin radio reporting 
from Rome deciared the Ital- 
ian government had flatly de- 
nied issuing any orders for 
troop withdrawals in the Bal- 
kans. 

(The Rome radio angounc- 
ed a citizen of Baleat had 
been sentenced to 12 years 
and three months in jail on 
Various charges, inctuding the 
“crime of .nilitary defeatism,” 
according to a broadcast re-

No Choice For Nazis, 


Like a giant crowbar, attacks of 
the Canadians and British 5lst and 
78th Divisions on the western 
edges of the Catania plain pried 
into the enemy line and then shook 
it loose from its strong points at 
Regalbuto and Centuripe. 

Placing the enemy’s Etna road 
under fire of batteries atop Cen- 
turipe’s dominating hill, General 
Montgomery gave the Germans no 
choice but to retire from Catania 
to the east or face envelopment of 
perhaps one-third of the Nazi army 
corps. 

(The German radio com- 
mentator, Captain Ludwig Ser- 
torious, said Catania in the 
last few days was held only by 
a “thin veil” of a few thou- 
sand men in a German trick 
while the Nazi main fighting 
line was eStablished on the 
southern slopes of Mt. Etna 
where they would have “the 
advantage of positions of 
greater altitude.’’) 


The Germans momentarily 
saved Adrano, six miles from Cen- 
turipe on the Etna road, but only 
for the purpose of withdrawing 
their forces defending the Catania 
plain. 


The Germans’ broken Etna line 
now is history and the next heavy 
combats appear to be shaping up 
beyond the great 10,000-foot vol- 
cano. 


A steady stream of German and 
Italian prisoners was trucked back 
from the American sector. British 
and American engineers worked 
like mad to repair roads and 
bridges so the advance could go 
forward with fewer handicaps. 

Warships Join Action. 


British warships gawe Taormina 
its apparently heatiest bombard- 
ment yesterday, slamming shells 
into tracks, switches and other 
targets to disrupt traffic on the 
road and railway -upply arteries 
there.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—(AP)—Secretary of War Stim- 
son, describing the Russian advance to Orel as a “major de- 
feat for the Germans,” said today that the Soviets may now

Since 
July 22, he said, losses have been 
relatively light. 

“Considering the number of 
troops involved, these losses are 
considered moderate—particularly 
in view of the terrain in Sicily,” 
he added. 

Stimson described the situation 
in Sicily now as somewhat simi-

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Sweden Bars Soil to Nazi Troops; 


400,000 Soldiers Back Order 


By JOHN H, COLBURN, 

STOCKHOLM, Aug. 5.—(#)— 
With 400,000 Swedish troops alert 
for any German retaliation, the 
Swedish government announced 
tonight that the transportation of 
German soldiers to and from Nor- 
way over Swedish railways would 
be halted August 20, 

The movement of German war 
materials through this neutral 
country to Norway, likewise a 
three-year-old practice, is to cease 
August 15, the communique said, 
on the basis of a new agreement 
worked out with Germany. 

Sweden’s action is a physical 
and psychological blow to Ger- 
many. It is estimated Germany 
will have to set aside one-third of 
Axis shipping now plying between 
Germany and Norway to trans- 
port the 250,000 troops annually 
carried over the safe Swedish land 
route. 

Critically Timed. 


Psychologically, little Sweden’s 
move came at a time when Ger- 
many is suffering reverses on 
three fronts, in Russia, Sicily, and 
in the air war over the Reich it- 
self, 

Aside from the obvious implica- 
tion that the Swedes are con- 
vinced of an eventual!

Only one package can be accept- 
ed for any one soldier from the 
Same person during a week. 

Packages may not weigh more 
than five pounds, must be less 
than 15 inches in length, and must 
be less than 36 inches in length 
and girth combined.

NASSAU, Bahamas, Aug. 5.— 
(4?)—The first fingerprint ever in- 
troduced in a major Nassau crim- 
inal case was offered again by the 
King’s prosecutor today as proof 
that Alfred de Marigny was con- 
nected with the bludgeoning and 
burning to death of his 68-year- 
olc father-in-law, Sir Harry 
Oakes. 

Detective Frank Conway, of the 
New York city criminal! identifi- 
cation department, flatly asserted 
that a fingerprint found on a 
wooden screen near Sir Harry’s 
bed was that of De Marigny. 

Conway was the only witness 
at an abbreviated session of a 
hearing for the yatchsman charged 
with murder. Magistrate F. E. 
Field continued the hearing until 
Tuesday. 

Conway scught to impress Field 
and others in the jammed court- 
room with the.value of finger- 
prints as infallible guides to iden- 
tification. 

Conway exhibited two pictures, 
one of which he testified was a 
view of the print found on the 
screen and the other a photo- 
graph of a later impression made 

De Marigny. 

“These fingerprints were made 
by the same person,” the detec- 
tive declared. 

Yesterday Captain E. W. Mel- 
chen, of the Miami police, quoted 
De Marginy as saying that he had 
not entered Westbourne for three 
years before learning of Sir Har- 
ry’s death. 

Melcheh declared the screen 
was guarded by an officer when 
he later took De Marigny to the 
second floor for an interview. 

Enmity between Oakes and De 
Marigny, Melchen quoted the lat- 
ter, grew out of his marriage to 
Nancy. the baronet’s eldest daugh- 
ter.

While all predictions as to the months or 
years which must still elapse before the final 
unconditional surrender of the last Axis foe 
can be nothing but guesswork, the point has 
been reached, and passed, where the final 
outcome can be predicted with fullest con- 


fidence. 
All that is needed for such a prediction is 


@ mental adding machine and the requisite 
knowledge and ability to use it. 

That the victory for us is sure is proven by 
the manner in which Allied production, coupled 
with Allied logistics, the science of getting the 
needed supplies to the places where they must 
‘be used, has overwhelmed the entire Axis 
resources. Both as to quality and quantity the 
total Allied war production is now so tremen-~ 
dous that the final victory is as certain as the 
result of a simple problem in mathematics. 

It is an old saying in the realm of sport that 
“vou can't beat the percentages.” The percent- 
ages in favor of the Allies, in every branch of 
war, are so overwhelming, today, they stagger 
the imagination. | 

When Eisenhower moved his armies into 
Sicily the occupation of that island was certain. 
Once our troops had landed, established bridge- 
heads on the Sicilian shores, we could pour 
such quantities of materiel and of men into the 
battle that the Axis cause there was hopeless 
from the start. 

Allied bombing of German production and 
military centers has not yet reached its full 
fury. Thus despite the obliteration of Hamburg. 
Here again Allied preponderance in the air is 
so great the Luftwaffe cannot affect, cannot 
reasonably delay, the inevitable outcome. 

Looking back over the past year, we can 
now see and properly value one incident which 
pointed the road of the victory we are now 
achieving. That was when Rommel had led his 
Afrika Korps to El Alemein, within striking 
distance of Cairo. The British Eighth Army 
had suffered a staggering loss in tanks. The 
situation seemed desperate. 

Yet, even as we worried over the Rommel 
advance, a great Allied convoy was making 
port and large numbers of General Sherman 
tanks were moving to the El Alemein battle 
front. The logistics, the ability to reinforce and 
to re-supply, was at work. There are no convoys 
for Germany. Held within the Allied ring of 
steel, she can secure nothing from the outside. 
She can depend only on those resources in 
materiel and production within the perimeter 
of occupied Europe. And the bombers of the 
RAF and the American Air Forces are fast 
pounding those resources into dust. 

One year ago convoys from America had, 
almost, to travel by arctic or antarctic routes 
because of the enemy submarines. Even then 
heavy losses were sustained by our ships. To- 
day the submarine menace is, at least tem- 
porarily, blocked. Convoys can cross the At- 
lantic in comparative safety by the shorter 
routes. The Mediterranean is again open for 
our shipping, in safety. 

Air routes established in every direction 
assure reinforcement by air to any arena of 
the war, within a few hours’ time. 

American war production has been the chief 
factor in this picture of victory assured. The 
German high command even, acknowledged 
that if American production went all-out, if it 
approached its high capacity, the war could 
not be won by the Axis. 

That production, and the means of supply, 
are now operating so terrifically in our favor 
that, although the victory is not yet won, its 
blue prints are plain for all who will to read.

Hospital Center 

Approval by voters of Fulton and DeKalb 
counties, on Tuesday last, of the constitutional 
amendment which confers needed powers upon 
the Hospital Authority, means that this com- 
munity will be ready, as soon as wartime 
restrictions are lifted, to create the greatest 
hospital center south of Baltimore, in Atlanta. 

With a new Grady hospital as the nucleus, 
with the medical and surgical school at Emory 
linked directly, and with other professional 
leadership already here, the city will, when 
present plans are fully completed, take rank 
among the greatest world centers of the heal- 
ing art. 

Plans must, of course, be held in abeyance 
until after the war. Priorities on needed mate- 
rials for the construction program. already 
mapped cannot be secured until after the more 
urgent needs of war have been met. 

However, enactment of the needed constitu- 
tional amendment on Tuesday removes the 
final legal handicap. Now everything that can 
be prepared in advance can and will be done, 
so there need be no delay in the actual start 
of construction when the proper time comes, 

Building of the great new hospital, which 
will cost an estimated $5,000,000, will constitute 
an important asset to the community at a 
time when such public projects will be needed 
to provide post-war employment and to cushion 
the economic transfer frém wartime activities 
to those of peace.

Different Conditions 

There is one striking dissimilarity between 
the official communiques about the fighting in 
Sicily and that in the Pacific arena of war. 
A variation which emphasizes the vastly dif- 
ferent conditions between the two battle 
fronts. 

From Sicily we learn the Allied armies have 
advanced so many miles and have captured 
such and such towns or villages, 

From General MacArthur’s headquarters, we 
are informed that our troops attacking at 
Munda have gained so many yards after fierce 
battling with the Japanese. 

There is the difference. In one battle we 
measure advances by miles, in the other by 
yards. 

The basic reason, of course, is the terrain. 
The fighting in Sicily is largely over open 
ground, over plains or mountains. Our troops 
are supported by terrific artillery fire power 
and by an air force which holds complete mas- 
tery of the skies, 

On New Georgia, the fighting is through 
tropic jungle and swamplands. The Japanese 
have built, adapted to those local conditions, a 
“depth” defense. In trenches, in the tree tops, 
behind camouflaged defense works, the fanati- 
cal: Japs fight, with suicidal fanaticism, until 
they die. 

We have now reached the Munda air base 
proper. We face the last, the main Japanese 
defenses there. We may still measure our gains 
in yards. But the Munda triumph is steadily 
drawing nearer. 

There is probability that three great Allied 
victories will occur almost simultaneously. At 
Munda, in Sicily and at Orel. Axis morale can- 
not but be terrifically shaken at the impact 
of such a triple blow.

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WASHINGTON PARADE

NAZI ABSURDITIES WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—The Nazis 


have lost none of their cunning in 

cooking up incredible propaganda concoctions for exploitation 

against the democracies and the Jews. Having risen to power 

through his attacks on both, Hitler never misses an opportunity to 
link one with the other, 

Thus, he has labeled President Roosevelt as a Jew, along with 

most of the government heads in the United 

States. Great Britain, he charges, is dominated 

by Semitic influences which find expression in 

the Churchill ministry. He has probably said 

the same thing about Russia and our other 
Allies. 

The latest Nazi propaganda concoction, how- 

ever, taken from Hitler’s own newspaper, the 

Voelkischer Beobachter, is perhaps the weirdest 

of them all. In it an effort is made to estrange 

Latin-American republics from the Allied side 

by telling them that their countries are to be 

made “the continent of the synagogues.” 

The South Americans are solemnly warned 

that Roosevelt has selected for the task a “new 

Noah,” Andrew J. Higgins, the New Orleans 

shipbuilder, “because he is about to solve even more complicated 

transport problems than were tackled by the Biblical ark steers- 
man during the Deluge.” 


By implication, at least, our Latin neighbors to the south are 
being told that the famous Higgins boats, which are being built to 
lay down our troops and equipment on enemy-held shores, will 
later be employed in transporting all the Jews to South America. 


South Americans may “gape at Noah Higgins” and “bow to 
(vice president) Henry Wallace,” Hitler’s newspaper warns, but 
“in one word, it sleeps, while in the background the silhouettes of 
the new synagogues become visible.” 


TYPICAL ROT All of this is in keeping with the propaganda 
technique employed by the Nazis from the 
beginning. It recalls the forgeries of the so-called “Protocols of 
the Learned Elders of Zion,” a favorite hoax of Hitler’s henchmen, 
wherein a secret map and hidden plans of world conquest were re- 
vealed with the all-knowing Jew lurking in the background. 


Now the Higgins landing boats are: becoming sinister weapons in 
the Nazi eyes. They are to be used to “open up the primeval forest 
of South America for the United States trade” and for transporting 
materials for building new synagogues on the continent. 


The dumb, intolerant Germans may have been taken in by such 
a technique, but Hitler shows a further incapacity to appraise us 
or our neighbors correctly when he puts forward a ridiculous theme 
of that kind. His first colossal blunder in appraising us falsely 
was in failing to understand the extremes to which we were pre- 
ss to go in beating the Axis down, once we were involved in 
e war, 


DECISIVE FACTOR When the final history of the war is 


written it will be shown that the in- 
dustrial genius of America, the capacity to produce more and better 
equipment, was the dicisive factor. It is epitomized in the fact 
that today, although we got a late start in the war, the United 
States is producing more military planes than all of the Axis nations 
combined—and we have by no means yet reached our peak. 


In all of this it is well to point out that the Jewish race, which 
Hitler so greatly despises, is contributing a large share of the in- 
dustrial and engineering brains which makes our position so pre- 
eminent, 


The reference to shipbuilder Higgins as a “modern Noah” was 
perhaps the\only truthful part of the Hitler article.‘ What he has 
accomplished in his New Orleans yards gives him a fair claim to 
the title. During the past month, for example, a total of 702 boats 
of all types—landing barges, torpedo boats, which are the famous 
PT 80-footers of South Pacific operations, and tank carriers—were 
shipped from the Higgins yards. Another 248 were lying in the 
water awaiting shipment. 

This is said to be mare boats than were produced by all the 
other shipbuilders of thé country combined. 

It is a sample of the thing that

emphasizes the greatness of the 


American war effort. It is also proof of the statement that the 
south can be made a center of shipbuilding equal to that of any 
other section of the country. 


Long before the war started, Shipbuilder Higgins foresaw the 
inevitable turn of events and anticipated that we would ultimately 
become involved. He went out on his own and committed his 
company to an investment of some $7,000,000 in valuable timbers 
and materials which would be needed in building ships. Had his 
foresight been wrong the commitment would have been enough to

put his company in bankruptcy. 
As it was, the war’s outbreak 


found him immediately ready to 


engage in the tremendous task that faced the American shipbuilding 


industry.

It has something to do with so- 
cial security, t topic which is 
being discussed generally these 
days. I think it should be included 
as a definite part of that “cradle 
to the grave” economic security 
they talk about providing for ev- 
eryone. 

What I’m getting at is the need 
to provide adequate financial abil- 
ity for all normal young men so 
they can marry when they reach 
the appropriate age for taking 
unto themselves a wife. So they 
can marry and support a wife, and 
a probable family, in decency, at 
the age when God and nature in- 
tended a man and a woman to 
mate. 

There have been too many 
young men, employed in necessary 
and responsible jobs, who never- 
theless have received wages or 
salaries so small that matrimony 
was something they just had to 
forget. At least, for many years. 
I have heard of offices, for in- 
stance, where the wage scale was 
so low and where wage increases 
were so slow it was out of the 
question for a man employed there 
to hope to be able to support a 
wife until he was 40 years old, or 
older. 

That is socially and economical- 
ly evil. Some day something will 
have to be done about it. And I 
know of no better opportunity 
than that which will arise when 
all you young fellows come home 
again and begin to make your in- 
fluence felt in business and politi- 
cal life, 


Supply 
And Demand. | 

I have heard executives of big 
companies, companies very guilty 
of this practice of which I write; 
defend it on the ground of supply 
and demand, They argue that if 


they can hire competent clerks for 
$50 or $60 a month, why pay 
more? Why toss away their stock- 
holders’ dividends in paying sal- 
aries any larger than they have to? 

I think it would, in the long run, 
benefit those stockholders and our 
entire social fabric if they raised 
such salaries, at least to the point 
where 99 per cent of their em- 
ployes, on reaching, say, the age 
of 26, would be financially able 
to marry and live in comfort. They 
can't do it under the old system. 


The chief sufferers belong to 
what is called the “white collar 
class.” The clerks and bookkeep- 
ers and file clerks. 


Of course, if the condition is not 
remedied the advice I’d give to 
any individual youth who is faced 
with this problem is to quit the 
“white collar” class and get the 
training that will qualify for a job 
as a mechanic or factory hand, or 
something like that. They get 
much better money. The unions 
see to that. 


And, after all, there is no ad- 
vantage in wearing a white collar. 
A good mechanic is, actually, 
higher in the social rating of any 
intelligent community than any 
desk-bound clerk. 


The Great 
Inarticulates. 

Of course, the trouble is largely 
because these clerical workers are, 
generally speaking, without a 
voice which can compel attention 
to their plight. They are not un- 
ionized. Nor do I advocate such a 
step. I think there should be 
plenty of occupations available to 
the man who retains sufficient 
American independence to resent 
compulsory membership in, and 
contribution to, any organization. 
labor union or whatever. The 
“closed shop” exercises such com- 
pulsion, on threat of loss of means 
of livelihood, and therefore it is, 
to my way of thinking, entirely 
inimical to American theories of 
personal liberty. 


But still it is high time some- 
body showed some of these big 
corporations how dangerous to so- 
ciety is the crime they commit 
when they hold salaries of their 
office employes so low a man and 
a maid cannot marry until they 
are well into middle age. It is con- 
trary to the laws of nature. 


Of course, things may be better, 
after the war. I hear that salaries, 


rgenerally speaking, are improved. 


They have had to improve to en- 
able us to meet the rising cost of 
living. And I hope salaries will 
stay’ up, and cost of living go 
down, when war conditions have 
ended. 

This probably is of no personal 
interest to you. But it will be to

binksy, is one of those _ sancti-

Its proudest boast is that it keeps 
books and renders accounts to its 


members and to the world at 
large. I was one of those who 
accepted this reputation without 
question, along with the fallacy 
of the selfless altruism of that 
pious old nepotist and money- 
grabber, Daniel Tobin, the presi- 
dent of the teamsters’ union. Il 
have already apologized to myself 
for gulping the Tobin myth and 
I am now. about to fork my way 
through a platter of crow and beg 
my pardon for believing all that 
I read and what some of my 
friends in the unioneering trade 
told me about Dubinsky’s garment 
workers, 


A lawyer of my acquaintance 
tells me that unless Mr. Dubinsky 
or his union, as such, has a license 
from President Roosevelt or his 
agent, to carry on the under- 
ground activities in Europe for 
which it levied a compulsory tax 
on its members a short time ago, 
there would seem to be a conflict 
betwen this program and the act 
of congress which forbids trading 
with the enemy. Having studied 
the act myself I am _ persuaded 
that my lawyer friend is right. 
The union announced that from 
its levy of one day’s pay from 315,- 
000 members which yielded $1,- 
300,000 for various purposes, $50,- 
000 had been allocated to the 
Italian-American Labor Council 
(whatever this is) and the Italian 
underground movement, and $35,- 
000 to underground movements 
other than the Italian. Now, ob- 
viously, these underground move- 
ments operate in the enemy’s own 
countries or in territory occupied 
and controlled by him and any 
remittances of money to agents in 
such territory would constitute 
trading with the enemy, an of- 
fense of which oud Department 
of Justice takes a very serious 
view in most cases. Of course, it 
is possible that the union has ob- 
tained a license to send this $85,- 
000 into the enemy's country for 
this purpose. For it is not only 
a union but a political party in 
itself, the nucleus of the so-called 
American Labor Party which does 
not represent and is not Ameri- 
can at all but strictly European 
in its political aims and in most 
of its dominant purposes. 


And the _ so-called 
American Labor Par- 
ty is a minor agency 
or offshoot of the 
New Deal party, which does not 
pretend to operate according to 
the American political tradition, 
with its own ticket of candidates, 
but, being European by nature, 
uses the European minority party 
method of existing as a parasite 
on the other parties. It indorses 
New Deal candidates and, by the 
power of organization, backed by 
the power of coercion over its 
members, turns out quite a block 
of votes on the ALP ticket, which 
entitle it to special political con- 
sideration from the New Deal. 
For this reason it may have been 
granted a special permit to trade 
with the enemy as such trading is 
defined in the act of congress, but 
if so the only reason would be 
political because the International 
Ladies’ Garment Workers’ Union 
has no more right to engage in 
such operations than the Fort 
Chester Garden Club, the B. P. 
O. E., or the Silver Shirts. 


How does anybody know who 
gets this $85,000, and how does 
anybody know it isn’t being used 
by the enemy himself? Nobody 
knows except those who are in 
charge of the underground activi- 
ties and they, of course, won't tell 
and there goes our pretty myth 
about the scrupulous accountancy 
of Mr. Dubinsky’s -union. The 
members themselves did not all 
want to be a party to this but 
they had no say about it. The 
union told their bosses to check 
off one day's pay and that was 
all there was to it. If they ob- 
jected to the point of refusal they 
would be fired for not keeping 
themselves in good standing with 
their union, even though their 
money was being taken from them 
for charities to which some of 
them had already made their own 
contributions to a number of for- 
eign relief organizations, and even 
though their work might be vital 
war work, as the phrase goes. In- 
cidentally, more and more unions 
are taking it on themselves to de- 
cide how much the members shall 
give to the Red Cross and other 
organizations and some are begin- 
ning to move in and claim, in re- 
turn, a share of the community 
funds on the ground that their 
social activities are meritorious 
like those of the Red Cross and 
the USO,

PURPLE HEAT AT A BOMBER BASE SOMEWHERE IN 

ENGLAND—(By Mail)—‘“I am going to 
have a presentation of some medals,” said Colonel Archie J. Old, 
of Atlanta, Texas, “and you can come along if you wish.” 

I wanted to go. 

Archie J. Old, being a Texan, does not believe In ostentation. 
When his men get medals (and his. group has 
one of the really great records) there is no 
shining of brass or pressing of uniforms, 

The men are all lipged up in their flying 
clothes—the worn, sligifly grease-stained pants 
and jackets the men w on operations against 
the enemy; the jumpers which the mechanics 
wear; the baseball-like caps which some of the 
gunners wear to shade their eyes—these are 
what the men have on when they are called 
from routine to receive medals. 

We went out to the airport where the crews 
were at work about their ships, the big Forts 
which are dear to their hearts and which are 
winning the hearts of all airmen. 

The crews were lined up, 10 men to a line— 
the battle crew. ‘ 

I have got sentimental over here. I guess I 
always have been. But now I have seen just 
a little of this war—I have seen men fly off to 

it and come back—and I know just a tiny bit of what it is all about. 

So, I am not trying to write a sob piece or pull out the stops. 

I am just saying when I looked at the lines of battle crews in their 
old battle dress—when I looked at their American faces and 
thought of where they had come from—when I thought of the big 
cities and the little towns—the fathers and mothers back at home— 
well, I turned my back and had a battle with the lump in my throat. 
Colonel Archie Old simply said, “Men, we have got some medals 
to give out today.” The orders were read and the wing commander 
awarded them as the names were called. 


FRANK E. GARMON I knew, from a list of awards, that 


Frank E. Garmon, of Atlanta, was down 

for a Purple Heart medal because of wounds received in action. 

I was waiting for him. At last they called his name. He was 

lined up with the battle crew from “Short Stride,” one of the Forts 
with a great record. 

He came marching out, made a left face and walked in front 
of the officer making the awards. He wore an old jacket and old 
pair of issue pants. His baseball cap (gunners’ eyes must be 
shaded) ‘was cocked at an angle. 

When it was done Colonel Old asked all Georgia boys there to 
meet me by one of the planes. Garmon came. Garmon, a sergeant 
and a tail gunner, is officially credited with shooting down two 
German planes. He is a Tech High boy and his family lives out 
near Buckhead. He was a star football player at Tech High school 
and he is a star in this game over here. 

He was wounded slightly in a raid over Germany and for this 
received the medal. A 20-millimeter cannon shell struck the armor 
plate just at his back. It exploded there and pieces of the shell 
They 
were all slight and he was entirely well of them. In fact, he never 
had to go to the hospital with them except for treatment and 
dressing. He was already back on duty. 


OTHER GEORGIANS There were others. We all, gathered 
about the Fort of which Lieutenant H. 


L. Moore, of Nashville, Ga., is pilot. Moore finished at the Uni- 
versity of Georgia in 1938. He has been on eight missions over 
Germany and I think has added another since I saw him. 

I flew in his plane the next day on a practice mission but that 
is another story. To his people I can say that he is in great shape 
but, like all the others, want’ 9» win this war and get home. 

There was also with us ‘sergeant William W. Reeves, of Cor- 
nella, radio man on the Fortress “Gloria Ann.” He has been on 
seven missions, It so happens that his father, who is a banker at 
Cornelia, and I are old correspondents and, as I recall, political 
foes but friends just the same, both interested in Georgia. 

There was Major F. E. Tiller, one of the better squadron com- 
manders, with seven successful missions to his credit. He was 
present to represent Augusta. 

There was Sergeant Robert Terry, from Macon, Ga., tail gunner 
on the “Excalibur,” the most classic Fortress name I saw. He has 
been on 10 successful missions and has two German planes offi- 
cially credited. 

We were going to have our pictures made beside the Fortress 
“Georgia Peach,” but found there was no Georgian in the crew. 
The pilot had been in love with a Georgia.girl and during that 
romance he had named his ship. Later on she had jilted him and 
married a lieutenant in the Quartermaster Corps and the pilot of 
the “Georgia Peach” was not in a very good mood about Georgia. 
So we moved over to Moore’s ship, which has a name that goes 
well in battle but not so well on paper. 

They asked about how Atlanta looked and if Georgia’s psaches 
were coming in and what the people were thinking and so on. We 
had a good session, 

Later on Frank Garmon took me into the Fortress and back 
into his place in the tail. I sat on his seat, a sort of enlarged 
bicycle seat, with the armor plate at his back and each side and 
with the sinister, yet beautiful, guns before him. 

I swung them about and tried to imagine what it would be like 
back there in the tail with the German fighter planes coming in at 
it, the guns in their nose and wings winking yellow and red. 

I could imagine a little bit. But I asked him. | 

“You feel pretty good,” he said. “You have your guns and you 
are too busy to think about it. You are just shooting. You feel 
pretty good because you feel you can do something about it. The 
fellow I wouldn’t like to be is the pilot or co-pilot. They have 
just got to sit there and take it.” 

Later on I discovered an odd, yet natural, fact. The pilots 
don't mind the flak from antiaircraft guns but they do hate the 
fighter planes. They have to fly a course no matter what the 
fighters do. The gunners don’t mind the planes—they can shoot 
~ net oh, how they hate the flak. They can’t do anything 
about that.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—(#)— 
Representative Gibson, Democrat, 
Georgia, said today he would not 
vote for any additional federal 
taxes unless “the wanton waste in 
the expendit ‘e of government 
funds” is stopped.

Must Estimate 
1943 Incomes 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—(#)— 
The Treasury announced tonight 
that some 15,000,000 taxpayers 
who must file a “declaration of 
estimated income and victory tax” 
on September 15 may do so on a 
short, simplified form, if they 
choose. 

Covering estimated income, after 
personal exemptions and credit fox. 
dependents, up to $10,000, it makes 
an average allowance for earned 
income credit and other deductions 
such as interest, taxes and con- 
tributions. It is similar in. prin- 
ciple to the short form income 
tax return, introduced two years 
ago as a simplification procedure. 
That form, however, covered gross 
incomes only up to $3,000. 

Generally, the new declaration 
must be filed by single persons 
earning more than $2,700, mar- 
ried persons earnings more than 
$3,500, and all persons, regardless 
of marital status, who filed a -re- 
turn far 1942 and whose 1943 in- 
come is expected to be less than 
that of 1942. Certain other taxpay- 
ers also must file. It must be ac- 
companied by at least one-half the 
amount of tax still due above that 
deducted under the 20 per cent 
withholding ssid

How Vote Lines Up. 

The south’s views on the sub- 
ject were sounded by the Institute 
on the following question: 

“Do you think the south would 
be better off, in general, if there 
were two political parties of about 
equal strength instead of one 
strong party as there is at pres- 
ent?” 

The vote on this tssue today, as 
compared to the results of a poll 
on the same issue four years ago, 
follows:

Today 59 41 

But if a vigorous two-party sys- 
tem were developed in the south, 
the second party would have to 
carry a different party label from 
that of the Republican party. 
Rather than vote Republican, 
southern Democrats would prefer 
to see a new party formed out of 
the conservative wing of the pres- 
ent Democratic party. 

The name for: a new’ party 
which would have the most popu- 
lar appeal, the poll found, would 
be “Southern Democratic Party,” 
with “Jeffe epsonian Party” and 
“Independent.

Auctioneers pushed the price of | 
tobacco on Georgia and Florida | 
markets toward the ceiling level | 
again Thursday as additional 
markets opened in North and 
South Carolina, 

Heavy offerings on the Val- 
dosta, Moultrie and Waycross 
markets brought prices approach- 
ing or exceeding 40 cents a pound. 
Poorer grades of leaf showed a 
slight downward trend at Way- 
cross, but the bulk was moving 
at from 39 to 44 cents with a low 
of 20 and a high of 57. 


Sales have averaged 300,000 
pounds daily at Waycross. 

Quality of the tobacco kept 
prices for much of the leaf at 40 
cents or above at Moultrie. Wed- 
nesday’s sales there totaled 724,- 
916 pounds for $283,247, an aver- 
age of 39.07. 

A check showed the Valdosta 
market disposed of 576,686 pounds 
Wednesday for $225,927, an nadie: 
age of 39.17. 

The War Food Administration 
(WFA) said there has -) a 
downward trend in the general 
average for the last few days, 
which could be attributed chiefly 
to the increased volume of inferior 
tobacco. 

For the season through Wednes- 
day, gross sales for the belt total- 
ed 47,385,178 pounds and averaged 
40.8 cents per pound. The OPA 
ceiling price is based on an aver- 
age of 41 cents. 

Opening prices averaged. from 
41 to 43 cents on the Carolinas’ 
border belt flue-cured (cigaret 
type) tobacco markets yesterday 
and, while growers were reported 
generally well pleased with the 
prices being paid for medium and 
inferior grades, there was said to 
be some disappointment that prices 
for top grades were not higher. 

At Darlington, 400,000 pounds 
were on the warehouse floors. 
The average for first sales was 
estimated at 41 cents a pound, 
with the range .or the first row 
sold running from 38 to 45. In- 
ferior tobacco was reported bring- 
ing about 10 cents a pound more 
than the ¢orresponding grades last 
year, 

Fairmont had an early range of 
from 25 to 48 cents, with the un- 
official average between 42 and 
43. Farmers were described as 
well satisfied with medium grade 
prices, but it was said they had 
expected their good grades to 
fetch from 5 to 6 cents more per 
pound than was offered. 

A similar report about the feel- 
ing toward prices for top quality 
came from Clarkton where 100,- 
000 pounds were on the floors. 
The average was placed at 42.50. 

With 500,000 pounds offered, 
Timmensville had en official aver- 
age of 41.90 for the first 34,898 


| pounds sold. The quality was de-
